AN ORDINANCE ENTITLED 


"AN ORDINANCE TO LEVY A 
TAX ON THE TAXABLE PROP

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 


CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF

SECTION 1: That a tax of Five 


Mills is hereby levied on all tax- 
able property, real, personal and 
m«ed within the City of Wash- 
nigton, Arkansas for the year

SECTION 2: That a tax of Ten 


Mills is hereby levied on all tax- 
able property, real, personal, and 
mixed wilhin the City of Washing- 
ton, Arkansas, for the year 1961, 
as a special water system tax, to 
be used toward the retirement of 
outstanding bond issue for water 
works facilities 


SECTION 3: That said levies 


be certified to the County Clerk 
of Hempstead County, Arkansas, 
to be placed upon the tax record 
of the County, and collected in the 
same manner and at thc same 
time as County taxes are collected. 


SECTION 4: This ordinance be- 


ing necessary for Ihe protection 
of the public health, safely and 
interest, an emergency is hereby 
declared to exist, and this or- 
dinance shall be in effect from and 
after its passage.
